Not the Slightest Break in Delivery 
of Maile—Modern Labor-Saving De- 
vices Expedite Service—New Sta- 
tions Established, and C Removed 


lic, the Los Angeles main postoffice 
eompiected its remova)]) yesterday and 
Gpened up Ih the Federal building at 
Temple and Main streets. 
The admiring public . swarmed 
through the magnificent marble lobby 
of the new public building, and pre- 
sented a smiling, face to Postmaster 
Harrison, who returned the smile, with 
interest. The public could scarcely be 
as highly pleased with the change as 
the postmaster, whose experience with 
cramped and inadequate quarters has 
been a trying ordeal. The details of 
transferring the equipment from one 
Office to the other was handied by As- 
sistant Postmaster Dishman, and he 
— the job completed on schedule 
time. 


The niain lobby, running the full 
length of the building on Main street, 
and the two cross-corridors, have high 
cell and are finished, from floor 
to ceiling, with beautiful Italian mar- 
ble; the cases stand on marble curbs; 
the floor is of pol concrete, filled 
with marble ehips, 7and has borders 
of marble, while the cellings are fin- 
ished in white adamant. The doors 
to the offices of the officials, the only 
portion that is not absolutely fireproof, 
are of mahogany, while the outside 
doors are of bronze. The whole effect 
is elegant and artistic, and elicited un- 
stinted praise from the crowds that 
visited the office yesterday. 

There are two handsome entrances 
to the building on New High street, 
leading to the Internal Revenue of- 
ficés and the United States Custom-
